Baseball, bull fighting, cricket and all the great 
Golf, 
which you play yourself, is forever. You get the 
exercise. That is the difference. 

No American city which has given the people 
an opportunity to play golf instead of shinny. 
baseball and the odds and ends of sport which 
obtain in this country has ever had occasion to 
abandon the golf course for something else. In 
Boston, where anyone can play on everybody’s 
golf course, tue game is as general as work. 
Indeed, that is about all the East has been do- 
ing now for*some time—playing golf and work- 
ing. 

It would, however, be a great injustice to the 
people of St. Louis to precipitate them into golf 
without showing them the other side of the 
shield. Fun? Great Scott, yes!, But it is for 
every man to determine if his temperament is 
suited to that kind of fun. The average golfer 
is at best a dub. He cannot play real golf. He 


may be able to make a very fair stagger at the 
kind of golf introduced in St. Louis by Col. 
George S. McGrew and some others, but he prob- 
ably never will play the game that obtains in 
Chicago and Scotland. That, however, is another 
story. What we ought to be perfectly frank 
with the people about is how mad you are all the 
time you play golf. Some man has said that there 
is’ no such thing as playing around—you cuss 
around—that’s what you do. This is becAuse 
golf nearly approaches an exact science, and 
whenever you make a poor shot you are conscious 
of your own physical and mental limitations. 
Self-hate is the word. You have never hated 
yourself if you have never played-golf. 

Golf ought to be a great thing for St. Louis. 
The city probably bowls a little too much. It 
has too much pin dust on its lungs, and has 
never been over-patient with its baseball teams. 

Golf is probably the answer. Ordinarily a man 
never goes back to the ball game or the 





bowling alley after he tastes of golf. There are 
innumerable instances of this here in St. Louis— 
and old-time fans, at that. 
Do you want to be mad, yet in some indefin- 
able way happy, all the rest of your life?

16. President Taft seldom, if ever, de- 
parts from his menuscript when de- 
livering a formal speech. The ban- 
queters saw him toss on the table his 
typewritten pages and launch into an 


,extemporaneous description of the canal, 


pride of country, and sworn promise of 
generosity toward the little republic 
through which the canal passes stand- 
ing out prominently in the word pictures 
whith the President drew. 


Regrets Americans Know 
So Little About “Ditch” 


T is his- regret that the American 
people are not better informed on 
the details of the canal, although 

he knows that their insufficient infor- 
mation is, perhaps, unavoidable. Com- 
paratively few, he believes, know that, 
strictly speaking, theré are only about 
15 miles of “‘ditch” through which ships 
will pass. Their course lay for the re- 
maining 25 miles through open water, 
over which .ships will pass at full 
ocean speed. 

President Taft began his tour of in- 
spection the morning of Nov. 15; 80 
eager was he that he ordered the start 
at 7 o'clock. The four days’ trip from 
Charleston, S. C., made on the Cruiser 
Tennessee and attended by the sister 
Cruiser Montana, was accomplished at 
an average speed of 17.5 knots an hour. 
Here again was an expression of the 
President’s. eagerness to “get on the 
job,” his orders calling for top rpeed 
in the race for the Isthmus. 

The President carried on his obser- 
vation for the most part from the plat- 
form of a most comfortable private 
car which took him the first day to 
Gatun at which is locatéd the famous 
dam, which will impound the waters 
of the Chagres River-and other streams. 
Work had reached such an advanced 
stage the President could see the com-

He Saw How Great 
Dam Is Being Filled 


HE interior of this famous dam 
7 was being formed of a natural 

mixture of sand and clay. The 
top and up-stream slope was being 
thoroughly riprapped. There is a hill 
of rock nearly in the center of the 
fam and through this will be the rail- 
way. 

A concrete-lined opening, 300 feet wide 
and 1200 feet long. The bottom of the 
opening will be 10 feet above sea level, 
and by means of this spillway, 
equipped with the necessary machinery, 
the required water Icvel of Gatun Lake 
will be maintained.

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BUSCH LINE GETS 
COTTON BELT AID 
IN TERMINAL WAR 


Railroad Announces It Will 
Absorb Local Road’s 
Switcheng Charges. 





OTHERS MAY FOLLOW 


Officials, in Affidavit, 
Swear Monopoly Has Act- 
ed in Uufair Manner. 


The attempt of the Terminal Rail- 
road Association to annihilate its 
South St. Louis rival, the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway, has been partially 
checked by the St. Louis Southwestern 
(Cotton Belt)) Railway, which an- 
nounces it will resume the absorption 
of switching charges on all carload 
freight destined to or shipped from 
industries on the Mannfacturers’ 
Railway lines, Jan. 1, 1911. 

It is announced by President Moore 
of the Manufacturers’ Railway that 
three other railroads holding mem- 
berships in the Terminal Ralilroad 
Association will soon follow the lead 
of the Cotton Belt. 

Until April, 1910, the Terminal as- 
sociation railroads delivered freight 
to shippers on the Manufacturers’ 
Railway for the same rate as to ship- 
pers on the Terminal lines. Then the 
Terminal roads cancelled their form- 
er switching tariffs, and shippers on 
the Manufacturers’ Railway were 
compelled to pay a switching: charge 
of $2 a car more to have their freight 
delivered to them than shippers on 
the Terminal and its allied lines. The 
refusal of the Terminal lines to ab- 
sorb the switching charges made it 
necessary for the Manufacturers’ Ralil- 
way, which is engaged in industrial 
switching only, to make an additional 
switching charge in order to get any 
revenue whatever for its work. 

Worked a Hardship. 

The cancellation of the switching 
tariffs not only worked a hardship 
on the South St. Louis shippers using 
the Manufacturers’ Railway lines but 
it threatened the very existence of 
the Busch railroad. 

The Manufacturers’ Raliway is 
principally owned by Anheuser-Busch 
interests. It owns a terminal sys- 
tem in South St. Louis, and has been 
engaged in the industrial switching 
of freight for many important in- 
dustries in that part of the city. At 
the present time it has no trunk line 
railroad financially interested in its 
properties. 

Switching Tariff Cancetied. 

The roads in the Terminal] combine 
cancelled: their switching tariff ar- 
rangements with the Manufacturers’ 
Railway soon after announcement was 
made that the road was going to build 
an East Side line into the Illinois coal 
fields and haul coal te St. Louis for 30 
cents a ton, which is 22 cents a ton 
cheaper than the Terminal railroads 
deliver it in St. Louis. It was the plan 
of the Busch road to bring its coal into 
St. Louis over the free bridge, or on 
ferries. 

This plan, if carried out, would give 
the industries on the Manufacturers’ 
Railway coal 22 cents a ton cheaper 
than the industries on the Terminal 
lines can get it. This would have inter- 
fered seriously witu the coal arbitrary 
of 20 cents a ton, charged by the Termi- 
nal Railroad Association for delivering 
coal in St. Louis. 

The Cotton Belt was admitted to 
membership in the Terminal Railroad 
Association less than a year ago. The 
other 14 members have been in the 
combine ‘for many years, and some of 
them since its inception. 


Terminal Called Unfair. 

The Cotton Belt’s new tariffs, show- 
ing that switching charges on the Man- 
ufacturers’ Railway lines will be ab- 
sorbed, have just been filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in 
Washington. Officials of the Cotton 
Belt sent affidavits with the tariffs, az. 
serting that the attitude of the Terminal 
toward the Manufacturers’ Railway is 
unfair and discriminatory. 

The Cotton Belt was not a member of 
the Termina) Association when the orig- 
inal tariffs were cancelled, but when it 
was admitted in August it was forced 
to cancel all of its tariffs giving the 
Manufacturers’ Railway industries 
equal switching privileges with those 
on the Terminal lines. But now that 
the Cotton Belt is in the Terminal As- 
svciation, on the same footing with the 
other railroads, it cannot be forced to 
maintain the same relations toward the 
Busch road that the other lines do. 


Appeal is Pending. 

The Manufacturers’ Railroad appealed 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for relief from the exactions of the 
Terminal Rallroad Association, and the 
matter is now pending. The commission 
appointed a special examiner to hear 
the evidence in the case, and practically 
all witnesses have been heard. 

Edwin Gould is one of the principal 
ewners of the Cotton Belt Railroad, 
and his brother, George Gould, is one 
of the principal owners of the Missour! 
Paeific, Iron Mountain and Wabash 
railroads, all members of the Terminal 
Association, of which Jay Gould, father 
of George and Edwin, was the origi- 
nator. 

“The tariffs of the Cotton Belt will 
put the Manufacturers’ Railway on an 
equal footing with the Terminal Associ- 
ation in the matter of switching 
charges,” said President George F. 
Moore of the Manufacturers’ Rallway 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “That 
means that the Cotton Belt will absorb 
the switching charges, and that we can 
deliver freight to our customers at ex- 
actly the same rate that the Terminal 
Association and its constituent lines can 
deliver freight to their customers. 

Wipes Out Disertmination. 

“The new tariff; in other words, 

wipes out the discriminatory switcoh- 








| toa A Post-Dispatch reporter that 


the Cotton Belt had given the Man- 
ufacturers’ Railway the same recog- 
nition that it gives the Terminal As- 
sociation because it was right and 
fair. He said the new tariff was is-/ 
sued after the Cotton Belt officials 


had satisfied themselves that the can- } 


cellation of the former switching 4ar- 
rangements amounted to a discrim- 
ination against many South St. Louis 
industries.

CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—Sixteen Chi- 
cago preachers in one-minute talks 
before a noonday audience at the Chi- 
cago Opera House, spoke on the sub- 
ject, “Why I Believe the Bible to be 
the Word of God.” Dr. J. Wilbur 


Chapman presided. 

Addresses by the speakers in which 
they defended the Bible as inspired. 
in one minute were, in brief as fol- 
lows: 

The Rev. Ralph Atkinson: There are 
four outstanding reasons for my be- 
lief in the integrity of the Scriptures. 


(1) The absolute unity of the book. 
(2) The absolute aloneness of its 
claims. (3) It is absolutely singular 
in its pretensions. (4) It is absolute- 
ly startling in its achievements, 

The Rev. Charles A. Fulton: One 
minute—on reason. The Bible has 
been fiercely attacked, and sometimes 
timorously and unwisely defended. 
Yet it stands serene like a mountain. 


Its EXffect Upon Men. 


The Rev. John H. Elliott: Two rea- 
sons why I believe the Bible to be 
the word of God. (1) Becauee of its 
claims. (2) Because of its effect 
upon men. 

The Rev. Henry Ostrom: I believe 
the Bible to be the word of God be- 
cause of Jesus. He is the best au- 
thority that ever lived. 

The Rev. Milton 8S. Rees: Because 
I believe in its author. All the scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of God. 
One author—many witnesses. I be- 
lieve in its credibility and its har- 
mony and its power. 

The Rev. L, L. Siebers: Because it 
gives the only intelligent conception 


solution of the problems of the world 
around us. Because it is the only so- 
lution of sin and the problems of so- 
ciety. 

The Rev. H. D. Sheldon: Because of 
its prophecies and promises with re- 
gard to the nationality of the Jews, 
which have all been fulfilled. Other 
races beine transported to foreign 
lands have lost their nationality. 

Grips Men’s Hearts. 

The Rev. George R. Stair: Because 
its marvelous influence is the chief 
factor in producing the highest type of 
civilization the world has ever known. 

The Rev. Franklin W. Swift: I be- 
lieve the Bible to be the word of God 
because it grips men’s hearts as well as 
their intellect as nothing else has ever 
done. 

The Rev. Frederick E. Taylor: Be- 
cause the Bible is the only book in ail 
this great universe that answers the 
common need of men. 

The Rev. J. Ernest Thacker: My 
reason for believing the Bible is its 
threefold power. First, its staying pow- 
er; second, its securing power; third, its 
sanctifying power. 

The Rev. W, A. Bodell: Because of 
its inexhaustible depths. We have only 
yet touched the fringe of its depths. I 
believe it is God’s book because it is 
above man’s carnal wisdom. 


Reveals Jesus Christ. 


The Rev. W. R. Lame: 
explains the origin of the world, it ex- 
plains the origin of man, it explains 
God. It shows me myself, and it shows 
me my nature. It has never failed me. 

The Rev. Thomas eedham: The 
Scriptures are a compiete revelation of 
God’s truth. The word of Ged is infal- 
lible, it is immortal as/Jesus Christ 
Himself. It has Christianized the na- 
tions of the world. 

The Rev. Stanley 8S. Roberts: It re- 
veals to me Jesus Christ, my Redeemer. 

The Rev. J. Wilbur Chapman: I 
have a reason for believing thc Bible 
to be the Word of God. When my moth- 
er is dead and my’ baby is placed in his 
grave, and my heart is breaking, when 
everything else in the world fails me, 
when money is powerless, when friends 
are almost useless, the Bible comes and 
whispers this: ‘I am the resurrection 
and the life. He that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live.”’ 
And I brush away my tears and say: “It 
is the word of God.”’ I believe it today 
as never before in my life.

CHILEAN COUP FAILS. 


Still He Made $250,000 in 
London and Is Entertain- 
ing Wealthy Men. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York Werld. 

PARIS, Nov. 2.—Harry Silverberg of 
Fort Smith, Ark., originally, but since 
he left home a globe trotter of the 
thirty-third degree, is here and appar- 
ently in the way of landing another 
crop of credulous investors. He lives 
at one of the best of Paris hotels and 


his automobile is one of the finest to 
be seen on the Rue de la Paix. 

He is a versatile young man that 
can do well in any’ country if the po- 
lice don’t stop him. During his va- 
ried career he has been known as Har- 
ry Silverberg, which is his real name, 
James Jeffrey Williams, J. Celeman 
Drayton, J. C. Davis and J. J. Car- 
lisle. 

In the rogues’ gallery of the princi- 
pal cittes of England and the Continent 
his picture is to be found, also in sev- 
eral cities of America and in the City 
of Mexico. 

His last successful PS OES as a 
promoter was in London, where 
gathered in $250,000 promoting a South 
American concession capitalized at $60.- 
000,000. When he had been paid $250,000 
someone told his victims who the man 
was, and when he was confronted with 
the accusation that he was a fraud, he 


| laughingly admitted the charge, and of- 


fered to compromise by returning a 
part of the money. 
Leoked Up and Passed Up. 

This was accepted, and with the re- 
mainder he came to Paris and tried to 
become a customer of an American firm 
dealing in stocks. They looked him up 
and passed him up. 

Since then in his luxurious quarters 
he is entertaining men with money 
daily, and another of his financial 
schemes will probably soon be floated. 

Silverberg is learning something as 
he goes along. His first work, so far 
as the police know, was to cash a 
bad draft in New York City for $2000. 
Then a few minor charges were made 
against him, and he served a short 
time in. jail, during which he seeme 
to have made a resolve not to be wh 
Americans call a “piker.” 

Tailors Fight Over Him. 

Going to Europe, he adopted the name 
of J. Coleman Drayton, that of a well- 
known New York clubman. When he 
met those who knew the original he ex- 
plained that he was a nephew. To those 
who did not know any better he repre- 
sented himself as the original. In 
Baden-Baden he secured $3500 worth of 
jewels on credit. The bill was sent to 
J. Coleman Drayton, New York, and 
when it was repudiated the Baden-Ba- 
den jeweler started. on the trail of the 
pseudo Drayton. He caught him at the 
Hetel Cecil, London, where the fashion- 
able tailors were fighting for his pat- 
ronage and he was buying a wonderful 
array of raiment. Back to Germany he 
was taken and sentenced to jail for 
two and one-half years. 

The food in jail dids’t agree with him 
and after a year he was so il] that he 
was released. Then he went to India. 
At this’ time Lerd Curzon was Viceroy 
and with the aid of his Chicago wife, a 
daughter of L. Z. Leiter, some elaborate 
functions were being given. In honor of 
Harry Silverberg of Fort Smith, Ark., 
posing at the time as J. Coleman Dray- 
ton, a state dinner was given. 

In England Silverberg learned that the 
people of Chile were longing for a longi- 
tudinal railroad with which to develop 
their country. It sounded good and he 
at once started for Chile, and, intro- 
ducing himself as the representative of 
investors and railroad bullders, he was 
given a flattering reception.

He had 
a company formed to build the road 
for $20,000,000 and the price was satisfac- 
tory to the Chileans. On this deal he 
was known as James Jeffrey Williams, 
What his present scheme is in Paris has 
not yet developed, but to those who 
know the man it is certain that he will 
not long resist the lure of easy money.

Father of Aviation, Who}. 


Died in Chicago, Invented 
Glider Long Ago. 


SAW FLIGHTS IN PARIS 


Aided Wrights in Perfecting 
Practically Same Machine 
He Originated. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2%.—In the death of 
Octave Chanute, Chicago mourns the 
loss of the first heavier-than-air bird- 
man, known as the “Father of Avia- 
tion.”” Chanute perfected and flew in 
a glider, which was practically the 
same machine as the present biplane 
without an engine. He died Wednes- 
day after an illness of several weeks. 
Chanute is credited with being the 
originator of the heavier-than-air craft, 
which have now brought fame to scores 
of birdmen. Chanute was a native of 
France, and last summer, after several 
weeks at a German health resort, he 
was taken to Paris during July and 
August. He lived on the outskirts of 
the city, and the French aviators, as a 
tribute to his genius in inventing the 
machine which developed into the 
machines in which they were flying, 
would fly over his garden on the out- 
skirts of Paris while he watched them. 

Sees Prophecy Fulfilled. 

In 1882, as vice-president of the Amer- 
ican Association of Engineers in con- 
vention in St. Louis, he suggested that 
the development of the gasoline engine, 
which had then just been discovered, 
would make it possible for man to fly. 
Fellow engineers told him it was un- 
dignified and unprofessional for an of- 
ficer of an engineers’ association to 
make such a prediction. But he lived 
to see his prophecy fulfilled while he 
sat in his garden outside of Paris and 
the Frenchmen flew over his head to 
do him honor. 

Chanute was born in Paris, February 
18, 1832, and came to America with his 
parents in 1838. He was a civil engineer 
on many railrways, and had been an 
officer or honorary member of the Brit- 
ish Institute of Civil Engineers, Canad- 
lan Society of Civil Engineers, American 
Society of Civil Engineers and Western 
Society of Civil Engineers. 

He was the author of many engineer- 
ing papers. He made public his ideas 
on the conquest of the air in a volume 
published in 1894, entitled “Progress in 
Flying Machines.’’ 

‘Offered to Assist Wrights. 

Chanute offered the Wrights financta] 


j assistance when they were making their 


experiments, but they declined it. It 
was at his suggestion in 1908 that they 
had their flying machines patented. The 
Wrights have made public acknowledg- 
ment of their indebtedness to Chanute 
for ideas, plans and valuable sugges- 
tions. The flying machines of today are 
merely variations of the Chanute ma- 
chine with power applied, but he was 
the first to suggest the application of 
power to the flying machine although 
he did not do it himself, 

He made 20 flights in his gliders 
before the Wrights or any of the other 
heroes of the air began their power- 
machine experiments and escaped with- 
out a serious injury. 


He suggested that the next develop- | 


ment might be the wtilization of air 
currents in flying, as do the birds. He 
thought flying machines would eventu- 
ally fly 100 miles an hour.

ports it, and none can be for any 
length of time. Make the body top 
heavy with gray matter and the result 
must be a breakdown and dissolution.

I would have it so laid out that 
no man need be forced by necessity to 
work in the two or tnree months he 
ought to be playing.” 

“When you shall have reconstructed 
the cities and provided all the play- 
grounds that children and grown folks 
need, would you do away with the 
hotels and apartment houses?” 

“By no means. I can see no reason 
why life in a hotel or an sa 





house may not be just as heajthful 
as life in a private house. In fact, I 
think a great number of people in apart- 
ment houses can live with better op- 
portunities for growth and development 
than they could were there nothing 
but private dwellings. 

“T think a city like New York will 
produce greater genius than the coun- 
try.

“The Councilmen voted themselves

Petition Contained Forgeries. 

“My antagonists have’ said to me: 
*You can be mayor of Wellston as long 
as you live, if you will come over to us.’ 
I regard myself as the logical mayor of 
Wellston, as I am head of a-_prosperous 
printing firm, have plenty of leisure 
and do not need the mayor's $50 a 
month. But I refused ¢o join them on 
principle.”’ 

Roberts holds Wellston not legally in- 
corporated on the ground that a ma- 
jority. of the taxable inhabitants of the 
town did not sign the incorporation pe- 
tition, as is required by law. Of the 
1700 eligible voters on the ‘proposition, 
the inecorporators had the names of 1300. 
But Roberts asserts that many .of these 
signatures were forgeries and that the 
incorporators obtained only 608 bona fide 
names. 

His views were upheld by Judge J. G.

REPUBLIC IS FAVORED 





Chancellor Accuses States- 
man of Publicly Favoring 
Monarchy’s Downfall. 





By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Nov. 26.—The Reichstag 
was occupied today with a discus- 
sion of the speech made by Emperor 
William at a provincial dinner at 
Koenigsburg, Aug. 26, during his tour 
0o& Eastern Germany. The yaried and 
conflicting sentiments aroused by his 
remarkable utterance, intimating a 
continued belief in the divine right of 
kings, was given full play. 

The ‘debate, participated in by 
Chancellor Von Bathmanhn-Hollweg 
and the leaders cf all parties, the Re- 
publicans, Socialists, Monetrists, 
Moleratists and Conservatists, was 
bitter throughout. 

Chosen by Heaven; 

In his Koenigsburg speech the Em- 
peror, after staying that his grand- 
father had seen in himself the chosen 
instrument of heaven and so proclaim- 
ed that the Prussian crown bestowed 
upon him by God’s grace alone, in- 
timated that the convictions of Em- 
peror William I and his. own were 
identical, and added: 

“Considering myself as the. instru- 
ment of the Master, regardless of 
passing views and opinions, I go my 
way which is solely devoted to the 
prosperity and peaceful development 


of our Fatherland.” 
In anticipation of a prolonged discus- 


zion, .the house met two hours earlier 
than usual. Few of the members were 
absent and the galleries were crowded. 
many ministers and other high officials 
of the Prussian and imperial govern- 
ments occupied seats or stood on the 
platfornis reserved for them at the 
right and left of the President. 

Herr Ledebour, one of Socialist Lead- 
er Bebel’s most gifted lieutenants, sup- 
ported the Socialist interpellation, in- 
quiring what the Chancellor thought of 
the Emperor having departed from his 
declarations made in November, 1908, 
through Dr. Bethmann-Hollweg, con- 
cerning His Majesty’s position in the 
state. 

Must Understand Subjects, 

Following the Emperor's famoug in- 
terview two years ago, His Majesty 
approved a statement in the Reichs- 
tag by the Chancellor who expressed 
“the reverential wish that greater 
reserve be displayed in future in“nak- 
ine such utterances.” 

Herr Ledebour said there was no 
objection to the Emperor speaking as 
much as he chose on all possible sub- 
jects which His Majesty thought he 


understood. 
“None of our opponents,” he con- 


‘inued, “plows so thoroughly the soil 
wherein social democratic seed is to be 
sown as Emperor William II.’’ 

It was, however, unfair, the speaker 
said, that those undertaking to reply 
to the Emperor should be prosecuted 
oh the charge of insulting His Majesty. 
He demanded that the Emperor should 
not interfere in the affairs of state con- 
trary to the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion. , 


Obtained Crown by Intrigue, 
Herr Ledbourg discussed at length 


the constitutional position of the King 
of Prussia toward the German Empire. 
and spoke mockingly of the Hohenzol- 
iern family cult deriving its powers from 
the Most High. He concluded: 

“Blector Brandenburg obtained the 
Prussian crown from the Roman Em- 
peror through begging and whining and 
by all means of intrigue at the court of 
Vienna.”’ 

Replying, Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg defended the Emperor and as- 
serted that the Socialist interpellant was 
inspired by Republican sentiments rath- 
er than by anxiety for the integrity of 
the state. 

“Herr Ledebour’s remarks make it 
clear,”” he said, “that he and his party 
are not moved to interpellate by their 
care for the commonwealth, but by a 
passionate hostility to the constitution. 
He confesses that he and his party fa- 
vor a republic.” 

Republic Feared. 

“Is that something new?” Ledebour 
interrupted. 

“No,” responded the Chancellor. 
“This is nothing new. You have al- 
ways. supported that principle, but 
you have not prociaimed your aim 
so publicly as today.’ 

The Chancellor denied that the 
Koenigsberg speech constituted a 
breach of any promise that“His Maj- 
esty had made in 1908, saying that 
when he used the expression “By the 
grace of God" the Emperor was fully 
conscious of his rights and duties, 
In the course of his speech Ledebour 
declared that “the King-Emperor can- 
Lnot attempt to rule against the opinion 
of the people. If he does his position 
becomes untenable. Wither he rhust put 
aside his personal opinion or the mon- 
archicaltystem will be eliminated.” 
The speaker affirmed that Germany 
must: be ruled by a democratic pariia- 
mentary system.

smugglers along the Paeific coast 
lives at San Franciseo, sor that an- 
other powerful mem ber of the gang 
supervises the smuggling into. the 
Eastern States from Canada with 
headquarters at Buffalo. 

These things are only suspected. 
That their suspicions are eorreet the 
immigrat'on authorities have no 
doubt, but confirming them to the ex- 
tent that they can actually arrest the 
heads of the gangs is another thing. 

By putting two and two together 
the men who watch the borders for 
the United States arrive at many con- 
clusions which they would not at- 
tempt to prove in court, although, by 
acting upon these conclusions, they 
are continually making arrests and 
breaking up smuggling part'es here 
and there. It was by acting on such 
conclusions that the “joy riding’ 
practice in the Southwest was dis- 
covered, and in the same manner the 
authorities have convinced them- 
selves that the El Paso Chinaman 
originated: it. Yet he is probably 
just as safe from arrest as he has 
been for years past when the of- 
ficials trere convinced that his was 
the brain that concocted other in- 
genius smuggling plots and schemes. 

As a basis for their suspicions the 
fact was known to the imm‘gra- 
tion author'ties that this Chinaman. 
a few. months ago, developed what 
seemed to be afi ineatiable desire for 
information about American auto 
touring parties. He asked if they 
went as far as Mexico City, if it: was 
an unusual s'ght for them to be seen 
along the roads in Northern Mexico 
and Southern Ar'zona. Being told 
of the Gliddén and other “tours” he 
inquired about where they weni, 
whether or not their machines were 
registered, how these machines ob- 
tained permission to cross from one 
country to. another, and whether 
many private rties- made such 
cross-country trips. 

All of this came to the ears of the im- 
migration inspectors, for they watched 
this Chinaman all the time, but they 
attached little importanee to it. A 
Chinaman is a most unaccountable 
creature. He may take a fancy to 
know about almost anything under 
the shining sun and never let up un- 
til he gets all the information pos- 
sible about it.

At a labor convention at Fort Wil- 
iams, Ont., a few days ago, it was 
asserted that thousands of China- 
men are being annually smuggied 
across the ‘nternational dividing line, 
and the statement was made that the 
“joy riding” method had been one of 
the most Successful of recent 
schemes. 

Ametican women tourists motoy- 
ing across either of the lines now 
need not be stirprised, therefore, if 
the immig:ation authorities or bord- 
er police call upon them at any atage 
to get out of their machines, taie off 
their veils and goggles and prove 
that they really are American wom- 
en. The situation has become far 
too grave for the authorities to fake 
any chances. 

Those who -have seen -Chinamen 
dressed for an international “joy 
ride” say it is entirely impossible to 
distinguish them fiom a paity of 
women, so cleverly are they d'‘s- 
gu:sed. False hair covering _ their 
queues, which are carefully rolled up 
on their heads, goggles and veils over 
their faces, long coats and even 
dresses are used. 

It is related that in one instance 
on the Canadian border a group of 
riders” passed the boundary 


to gét out of their machine and stand 
arcund while the vehicle and their 
baggage was be'ng examined for con- 
traband articles. Nor is it impossible 
that parties thus disguised have 
crossed the Rio uvrande bridges und- 
er the very eyes of the inspectors. 
Their very boldness, in such an 
event, would be a source of protec: 
tion. 

Incoming _ tourists fre net 
“searched” when -.rossing the Mexi- 
can border. Their baggage is ex- 
amined, but even that is usually done 
in a rather cursory manner. 

Previous to the exposure of the 
“joy riding’ method of smuggling 
in.Chinamen it would have required 
considerable “nerve” for an inspec- 
tor-to demand that a party of wom- 
en, waiting in an automobile while 
their chauffeur submitted their bag- 
gage for examination, step out of the 
machine, remove their veils and 
goggles and prove to the inspector 
that hey really were women!

American people are not so ‘far 
ahead of the Chinese when it comes 
to “beating the customs,” as has been 
recently chown in New Yo>k. 

Once the immigration’ authorities 
capture « lot of smuggled Chinamen 
they may export them and. pun‘sh 
the men immediately in charge of the 
crowd, but to get back to *h? active 
participants in the scheme—to those 
who have financed it—is an impossi- 
bility. Asa matter of honor the 
Chinamen will not betray thase who 
have made it poss'ble for them to 
enter into negotiations with the 
Americans active in the project, and 
the Americans themselves usually 
know little of who is behind the 
operation.

HE .Boy Scouts are not to be 
a confined to the cities. The 
Kansas State Agricultural Col. 
lege, at Manhattan, Kan., believes 
that the scout idea is so good that 
the college has begun the organiza- than 
tion of the Rural Life Boy Scouts. 

Any boy between the ages of 12 
and 20 may join the rural scouts, 
and a company may be organized in 
any community, with at least six 
members. 

,The plan of organization of the 
Rural Life Boy Scouts provides that 
the captain shall be the leader in 
all scouting and camping expeditions 
and the chairman of all company 
meetings. The sergeant shall act 
as secretary and acting captain, If 
there. is more than one sergeant the 
captain gbhali appoint one to be sec 
retary. The cagtain and sergeant 
shall select the company adviser, who 
muet be approved by the agricultur- 
al college council. All the advisers 
in each county and the captains of 
each company shall form a country 
coun‘il, the chairman of which will 
be named by the college council.

done in the South by cotton farm- 
ers themselves against foreign con- 
trol of their product and its prices. 
Beginning life as a clerk in a coal 
office in Providence, Sully rose into

“Intuition in the cotton market.” 
In 1885 he had married to the 
daughter of Col. David M. Thomp- 
son, “a large operator in cotton.” 
This may connect with his intuition

He was unknown when he be- 
gan operations in New York in Jan- 
uary.

as a “cotton king.” This is proof, 
hardly needed now, that with wild 
speculation in New York keeping the 
foreground of public interest, it had 
behind it the same forces which 
have been working ever since. 

Sully, whom no one knew when 
he came to New § York; explained 
his “intuitions” by saying that he 
had gone South and studied cotton 
until he knew all about it. As his 
intuitions “worked like magic” in 
controling the market, his power 
seemed a miracle, A 

He put the price of cotton in July, 
1903, to more than three times the 
price of 1898. In that month, “cot- 
ton touched 17.55,” the highest price 
since 1873,*the “bears shrieked like 


maniacs,” “broke . the furniture” 
and “tore the -clothes each 
others backs.” No insane asylum 


ever showed such riot as the floor

said, than there was then in the 
United States, Sully was commande! 
in chief of a victorious field when 
the time came to deliver it. In 
two months, of his first success, Sul- 
ly had “cleared $2,000,000" as his 
own share in the division of profits 
among “the Sully crowd.” 

After. this, he went on with his 
work until his profits were supposed 
ww Tun from $10,000,000 to $15,.000,- 
000. These figures were too high, 
no doubt, but Sully was counting 
only in millions and ten millions. 

He “bought a million dollar hous¢ 
on Fifth avenue.” When his little 
daughter just entering ~her teens, 
leaned over Tiffany’s show. case and 
admiredsdiamonds and emeralds, he 
told” her to pick out the ones she 
wanted and told the clerk to send 
the bill to Sully. It was reported 
in the “Sully bankruptcy proceed- 
ings” that $58,000 worth of gems 
out of a total of $109,000 from Tif- 
fany, were bought in this “off-hand 
wa 

In 1908. after his first “clean up” 
Sully could afford pgm he 
wanted. From New York reports, 
it appeared that he wanted the worth 
of his money in everything money 
could buy. 

He lived like a. cotton emperor un- 
til at the summit of his success, his 
“intuitions” failed and he went in- 
to bankruptcy. to the respectable ex- 
tent of $15,000,000. After being 
headlined, he “went into the soap 
business” as he explained after- 
wards, because those who -were 
clesest to bim in his cotton specula- 
tions, “refused” to hold out a few 
weeks longer. 

On later evidence, it appeared that 
Sully had backing in Texas, New 
Orleans and elsewhere, perhaps from 
many he did not know himself as 
they acted only through agents in 
dealing with him. The Southern 
Pacific railroad interests were said 
to be involved. 

Samuel F. B. Morse was mentioned 
as one of the men keeping far back 
in the background when Sully was 
“plunging” under the _ spotlight. 
Brown of New Orleans was said to 
be another very close to Sully for 
a long time, 

So was John W. Gates, who had 
been himself long under the spot- 
light as the most spectacular plunger 
of a great period of speculation be 
fore the Sully reign in Cotton be- 
gan. It was also said that in the 
excitement of his soverei¢nty in the 
New York market, Sully’s “intul- 
tions” broke connections with those 
of Gates and “the New Orleans 
crowd.” It was alleged that on one 
or two turns of the New York mar- 
ket, he took care of himself and for- 
got about them .so that when the 
great crisis in his reign came, he 
found that they had pulled ‘his 
throne as Cotton King from under 
him. That is, it is said that they 
had sold out their own cotton as 
quietly as they could, “realizing” 
perhaps several millions of profits 
for themselves and leaving his $15,-

This pronunciamento was—part of 
a general movement which kept cot- 
ton up to an average of more than 
twice the 1908 price during 1907 as 
a “panic year.” One feature of the 
movement of the whole period was 
recalled this year in the statement 
that “The King of the New York 
Cotton bears failed several years 
ago for $16,000,000." This is now 
ancient history, but during the 
“panic year” 1907, Texas and Okla- 
homa poth announced that they were 
still in the fight for 15-cent cotton 
and in it to stay. 

An editorial in a St. Louls news- 
paper warned them that this was 
preposterous, but they “stayed in.” 
During 1908, on pleas for “corner- 
ing their own cotton” they were 
whipped back from 12-cent to 10- 
cent cotton. Then they did their 
best to work out their own “sure 
thing.” 

As far as it had been worked out 
in 1910, it formed the spring of the 
Patten “bear trap,” when. by buy- 
ing up all the real cottcn in New 
York warehouses, the “Patton crowd” 
took millions in settlement from 
those who had sold cotton they did 
not own and could not get.

As a cotton King, New York did 


not like Patten, nor Eugene Scales 
of Texas, nor Frank B. Hayne and 
William P. Brown, .of New Orleans 
nor any of the rest of the “Patten 
cabinet.”

The terrible toll the hookworm is 
taking from the South may be real- 
ized from -the following authenticated 
figures: . Among the females of child- 
bearing age, 13 to 18 per cent are un- 
able to properly nourish infants. Of 
males of mi.itary age, 5.8 to 20.7 per 
cent are relatively inefficfent. 
Among. children of school age, 18.7 
(females) to 29.4 (males) are unable 
properly to profit from study. 

Taking all these statistics together 
12.6 per cent of the mill population 
are affected with the disease which 
materially inhibits their working 
powers, and hence inhibits the ecomo- 
ic development of the-community in 
which they live. In some of the mills 
of.the South the proportion of the 
hookworm cases is as high as 80 per 
cent among the children. 

“The hookworm diséase is the result 
of the depletion of the systém by the 
hookwork, which enters the intes- 
tines either through the circulation 
or through the mouth. 

The infection is by means of the 
larvae of the worm, for the ova do 
not develop in the human body. The 
mature worms breed in the human 
intestine. 

The most prevalent way in which 
reinfection occurs is through the skin 
by what is known as “ground itch,” 
and that is why the disease is found 
mo.,,e often in the country and in 
children who go barefoot, than in 
adults and in the cities. 

The mud in which larvae have de- 
veloped gets on the feet and hands

Unfavorable conditions such as 
great weakness, extreme anemia, car- 
dic depression, pregnancy, and dropsy 
-—may require a smaller dose than 
hat indicated. 

It is customary to. give thymol in 
two or three “broken” doses, and to 
give them one or two hours apart in 
arder to prolong the presence of the 


wafers, it may be given suspended in 
mucilage of acacia, or in some simple 
syrup. Burning, nausea and vomiting 
may be caused by the presence of the 
pungent thymol] in the stomach. If 
vomiting occurs the pat*‘ent should lie 
on his right side and refrain from 
drinking much water. 

After the thymol has presumably 
had time to pass the part of the small 
bowel where the worms are—that is, 
two or three hours—it can not longer 
be of service, and should be gotter 
rid of, to prevent absorption, by an- 
other brisk purgative of salts. 

As thymol is soluble in castor oil,

In badly infected cases 
there may be as many as 5000 of 
these parasites in the host, while in 
mild cases there may be as few as

: aes known as “carriers,” for they 
spread ‘the disease without creating 
the suspicion of infection. 

The cure, therefore, consists in 
driving the worms from the body. It 
was not until recently that a specific 
was found. 

After the expulsion of the worms 
from the body the puny, anemic, in- 
ert victim of the disease almost in- 
variably begins to. pick up in weight, 
increase in stature and ~ develop 
strength.

The nead 
and sometimes one-fifth or more of 
the body of the worm is buried in the 
mucus lining of the intestine, the 
whole body being protected by food 
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material and especially by a thick and © 


tenacious mucus. This mucus. must 
be removed so that the drug may 
come in contact with the body of the 
worm. 

For this purpose purgatives are 
used to free the intestines of food 
material. Large doses of one of the 
salts, Rochelle, Epsom or Glauber’s, 
are used, but late practice indicates 
sodium sulphate as the best medium 
for dissolving and removing the in- 
testinal mucus. This was used ex- 
tensively by the Porto Rico commis- 
sion. Calomel, jalap and senna have 
been used also for this purpose. 

Before purging the patient all food 


is withdrawn, except milk, for twenty- 


four hours, and an ounce of sodium 
sulphate is given four bours after 
the last feeding. Six or eight or ten 
hours after the purging the thymol is 
administered. 

The usual dose of thymol is 2 to 10 
grains, but, used as a vermifuge, up to 
8 grams, or 120 grains, a day have 
been given for several days without 
disturbance of digestive or intoxica- 
tion. Thymol is only s.‘ghtly soluble 
in water or the gastric or intestinal 
juices, and therefore little absorption 
occurs when it is given undisssolved 
or on an.empty alimentary canal. 

Medical authorities recommend 
doses of thymo] in various amounts, 
but 60 grains to an adult is the 
amount recommended for a course of 
treatment. The dose for children 
should b2 in proportion to the size 


and apparent age. 


thymo] in the upper bowel. 

Thymol occurs in coarse crystals. 
As it acts only when in actual con- 
tact with the parasites, it is more ef- 
fective when finely powdered. It has 
& pungent, acrid taste, and burns the 
mouth:and throat. It should, there- 
fore, be given in capsules, wafers or 
cachets. As it tends to pack it is 
mixed with sugar or milk. 

When necessary to give it to chil- 
dren who cannot swallow capsules or 








Besides oils, other solvents of thy- 
mo] are alcohol, either in tinctures, 
whisky, wines, brandy or beer, and 
ether, glycerine, turpentine, vinegar, 
choloroform, and large amounts of 
water. 

On account. of the increased ten- 
dency to vomit and the marked in- 
crease of toxic symptoms from thy- 
mol, the patient should be required 
to ‘remain in bed until the thymol is 
removed from the system.

Battle Between Leopard and Baboons 


VIVID pen picture of a fight 
between a leopard and a troop 
of baboons is given in a Ger- 
joan paper by P. Ritter, a sports 
man and explorer in German West 

Africa. Leopards have a particular 
liting for baboon flesh, which is 
often used as bait to trap them.

Thymol is one of the few specifics in 
medicine. 

The improvement in severe cases is 
marvelous. A child, pale, “tallow- 
faced,” one-half under weight, unde- 
veloped, dyspeptic, and languid, may 
be seen to gain in weight, height and 
color almost daily. Often within two 
or three mohths he ts converted by a 
few doses into a red-faced, hardy, 
healthy-looking child, and he often 
grows more in one year after 
ment than he had in the previous ten 
years of infection with the hook- 
worm.

Just think of the plumber’s bill if anything 
should happen to go wrong! What the plumber 
might do, however, evidently has no terrors for 
Miss Gould, who planned for a private bath that 
would excel any other of its kind in the country. 

Society, surfeited with every pleasure that 
money could buy, has at last found a new way 
to amuse itself. It has taken to swimming, and, 
like the small boy who has a secluded little 
pool back of the old mill to which he steals 
whenever he can estape from school, so do rich 
pecple build their own little pools to which 
they can retire when the routine of dances and 
dinners be-omes irksome. 

During the last year many of the wealthy 
have built out-cf-door pcols on their summer 
estates, pools that are surrounded by pergolas, 
loveias and trorical gardens. 

But Miss Gould is going to have the finest of 
them all. Dire-tly oposite her handsome home 
at Irvingtcn she is having erected a magnificent 
bathhouse which is to ¢ontain not only a.mon- 
ster swimming pool, but small baths and 
showers. The luxury flanned for this bath- 
house reminds one of the baths of imperial 
Rome. 

Constructed of red brick, with granite trim- 
mings, the building will be 138 feet lene and 
68 feet wide. The front, which will be of Doric 
design, will be ‘two stories in height. A beauti- 
ful shaded walk connecting Miss Gould’s man- 
sion with, the bath wiil lead to a flight of marble 
steps. Back to the granite pillars at the top 
of the steps will be three massive doors of ocak 
and plate glass. As the doors swing outward, 
the guests will find themselves in a spacious 
lounging room where they may rest in ease 
and comfort before and after the bath. The floor 
of cork will be covered with Orfental ¢ugs and 
divans, and lounging chairs will be scattered 
among the palms, which will cenvert the room 
into a tropical grove. 

At either end of the lounging room doors 
lead to dressing rooms, each of whith might 
well belong to the boudoir of a princess. The

When Miss.Gould’s guests in é¢heir bathing 
suits step through the wide doors at the rear 
of the lounging rcom to the walk suround- 
ing the poo] itself they will be face to face with 
the glory of the $60,000 bathtub. 

Gently ‘lapping the marble sides of the pool 
will stretch the huge basin of water. At the 
end nearest the lounging room the pool qill 
be four feet deep, sloping gradually away to @ 
depth of eight feet at the further end 

The water will flow through the pool in a 
steady stream fed by a spring far back on the 
spacious grounds of Lyndhurst, and at the 
opresite end an outlet will keep the depth con- 
stant at all times, 

Surrounding the rool will be 16 marble 
columns, supporting the roof of glass and stand- 
ing upon @ walk of ceramic tiles, bordered with 
white marble. Scattered about this walk will 
be marble benches, covered with rugs and pil 
lows, on which the bathers may rest as they 
become fatigued from swimming or fiom which 
their friends may watch them while at play in 
the water. 

White and green will be the prevailing colors. 

The pool itself will be lined with green tiles. 
At the base and along the upper edge will be 
white marble. The interior walls are to be 
white, and the rays of sunlight will be filtered 
through the delicately tinted glass ceiling. 
“In order that the water in the pool may \be 
ever fresh, pipes through the basement of the 
building will carry water not only from the 
spring on the grounds but alto from the mains 
of the city water system. Should an excention- 
ally dry season cause the spring to run dry, it 
will be possitfile to make use of the other means 
of filling the peol. 

The pipes will carry the water first through 
a system cf filters, that will remove every for- 
eign parti-le, then through boilers which will 
heat it to the required temperatare.
